REPORT. 



The Chief Factory Inspector respectfully presents the following 
as the fourteenth annual report of the department: 

ft 

In accordance with law there have been eighteen hundred and 
ninety-nine (1,899) places visited during the year. This is an in- 
crease of one hundred and fifty-seven (157) over the number reported 
last year. 

The number of employees in the various establishments was di- 
vided as follows: 

Males of sixteen years and over 87,440 

Females of sixteen and over 43,619 

Total adults 131,059 

Males under sixteen years of age 3,309 

Females under sixteen years of age 2,841 

Whole number of children 6,150 

Total number employed 137,209 

The foregoing figures compared with those given in the last report 
show an increase of five thousand six hundred and ninety-two (6,692) 
in the number of male adults employed; an increase of two thousand 
two hundred and fifty-five (2,255) in the number of female adults 
employed; a decrease of five hundred and sixteen (516) in the num- 
ber of boys employed ; a decrease of two hundred and sixty-six (266) 
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in the number of girls employed; a total increase of seven thousand 
nine hundred and forty-seven (7,947) in the number of adults em- 
ployed; a total decrease of seven hundred and eighty-two (782) in 
the number of children employed; and a net increase of seven thou- 
sand one hundred and sixty-five (7,165) in the whole number em- 
ployed. 

The percentage of children employed was 4.5 as against 5.3 in 
1906 and 5.8 in 1905, showing a condition in Rhode Island as re- 
gards child labor that will compare favorably with that of any other 
State having similar industries. 

There was an increase in the number of adults employed and in 
the total number employed in every county in the State, and a de- 
crease in the number of children employed in every county except 
Washington, where there was an increase of twenty-five (25).

employed in the textile industries. The percentage of child labor in 
these industries was 6.7.

PROSECUTIONS. 



There have been four prosecutions for violations of the child labor 
law, which resulted in conviction and fine in each case. 



RECOMMENDATIONS. 

The law prohibits the employment, after eight o'clock at night, 
of children under sixteen years of age, but it does not give the factory 
inspectors authority to demand certificates of age for children who 
are claimed to be sixteen years old. If the factory inspectors couFd 
have, in case of doubt as to the correctness of such claims, the au- 
thority to demand the proof, the enforcement of that portion of the 
law would be much easier; and I again recommend that the law be 
so amended as to give that power. 

Again I ask your consideration of the recommendation, made in 
previous reports, that provision be made for an educational require- 
ment which, at least, shall prohibit the permanent employment of 
children who are unable to read and write simple sentences in the 
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English language. The necessity for such a provision is so apparent 
that no argument in its favor is needed. 

The duties of school officials as regards truants and of the factory 
inspectors as regards the illegal employment of children, while dif- 
ferent, are so closely allied in their object that it is desirable and of 
the utmost importance that harmony of purpose and action exist be- 
tween them. Unfortunately, in some instances, differences have 
arisen which have interfered with the work of the inspectors. While 
I recognize the fact that neglect of duty on the part of the factory 
inspectors may hamper the work of the school oflSicials, I confidently 
assert that never have the factory inspectors knowingly permitted a 
child to remain in illegal employment. I sincerely hope that all dif- 
ferences existing may speedily be replaced by such harmony of law, 
purpose, and action as wiU best serve the interests of the children, for 
whose benefit the laws are enacted. 

. ACCIDENTS. 

One hundred and thirty-one accidents have been reported during 
the year, three of which were fatal. The fatal accidents were as fol- 
lows: 

February 9th, 1907. John Harrison, 53 years of age, employed 
at Sayles Bleacheries, Saylesville, was putting small belt on pulley 
when his apron was caught, and he was pulled onto shaft. Two 
ribs were broken and lung injured. He died at Rhode Island Hos- 
pital, February 15th, of pneumonia, superinduced by injuries. 

September /19th, 1907. Benjamin Mayling, employed at Sayles 
Bleacheries, Saylesville, was caught and drawn up by a rope of 
cloth on to a counter-shaft and killed. 

November 23rd, 1907. S. PaUiota, about 17 years old, employed 
at Cranston Print Works, Cranston, was working in a bin used for 
plaiting down cloth. He put some strips of cloth around his neck, 
and the long end of one was caught on an overhead shaft, and before 
he was discovered, he was strangled. 
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Of the other one hundred and twenty-eight accidents, but twenty- 
eight were serious. They were as follows: 

■January 28th, 1907. Joseph Langlois, aged 26 years, employed 
at Sayles Bleacheries, Saylesville; thumb of left hand was cut off at 
first joint by an edging sajsr. 

February 1st, 1907. George Weaver, 60 years of age, employed 
at Hope Company's mill at Phenix. Thumb taken off at first joint 
by beater on lapper. 

February 18th, 1907. Bernard O'Rourke, employed by American 
Screw Co., at Eddy street mill, was oiling shafting and arm came in 
contact with a pulley, breaking a small bone in left elbow. 

February 25th, 1907. Charles Rose, 16 years of age, employed 
by G. F. Whipple at Whipple. His right forearm was badly lacer- 
ated by being caught in a carding machine. 

March 6th, 1907. Joseph Chollewick, 39 years of age, employed 
by Crompton Co., Crompton, came in contact with a pulley, causing 
a fracture and dislocation of elbow t)f right arm. 

March 6th, 1907. Samuel Greene, 45 years of age, employed by 
American Screw Co., at Eddy street mill, fell off of ladder and frac- 
tured left leg. 

March 20th, 1907. Thomas Golucci, 21 years of age, employed 
at Sayles Bleacheries, Saylesville, was caught in a cloth squeezer 
and lacerated hand, necessitating the amputation of four fingers. 

April 17th, 1907. Ethel Ellison, employed by Hope Company at 
Hope. A twelve-inch belt ran off pulley and threw her against a 
speeder, causing injury to her back, side, and knee. , 

May 6th, 1907. Patrick Masterson, 42 years of age, employed 
at Namquit Worsted Mills, Bristol. SUpped on floor and fell on to 
driving pulley at back of loom. His arm went around pulley in the 
belt, causing an injury which necessitated the amputation of his left 
arm above the elbow. 

May 22d, 1907. John Stroha, 46 years of age, employed by 
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Jenckes Spinning Co., Pawtucket, was severely scalded at a vacuum 
dyeing machine. 

May 22d, 1907. George Morgan, employed by Peace Dale Manu- 
facturing Co., Peace Dale, was putting a warp in loom when warp 
sUpped, catching his finger between arbor q£ beam and part of loom. 
The finger was badly bruised, and on account of blood poisoning it 
was found necessary to amputate finger at the knuckle joint. 

June 4th, 1907. Paul Kachadur, about 60 years of age, at the 
Weybosset Mills of the American Woolen Co., Providence. Was 
caught in a dryer and right foot cut and jammed, necessitating am- 
putation. 

June 6th, 1907. Samuel McCaulley, about 40 years of age, em- 
ployed at Glenlyon Dye Works, Saylesville. Was on ladder putting 
a belt on a cone pulley. The belt hit ladder and threw it, and he fell, 
fracturing his thigh and spraining ankle and wrist. 

June 6th, 1907. James Alexander, 20 years of age, employed at 
Sayles Bleacheries, Saylesville. Clothing caught and wound on 
shafting, causing severe internal injuries. 

June 6th, 1907. Eric Blade, about 20 years of age, employed by 
Crompton Co., Crompton. Was operating a woodplaner. End of 
first finger of left hand cut ofif; second finger badly mutilated; and 
third finger mutilated so that it had to be amputated at second joint. 

June 12th, 1907. Moses Johnson, 40 years of age, employed at 
Sayles Bleacheries, Saylesville. Was operating a buzz planer. 
Ends of thumb and forefinger of right hand cut off. 

June 17th, 1907. James Ford, employed at Arctic Mill, Arctic. 
Lost the thumb of his right hand by getting caught in the beater of 
a waste machine. 

July 11th, 1907. Tony O'Carron, 48 years of age, employed at 
Sayles Bleacheries, Saylesville. Was assisting in unloading a 
length of iron shafting from a wagon. When it was dropped, the 
end struck him on the foot. Great toe and bottom of foot split open. 
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August 28th, 1907. Angelo Rizzo, employed at Gleiilyon Dye 
Works, Phillipsdale. In some manner unknown, his hand was caught 
in one of the printing machines, and before he could be released, 
his arm was drawn in and broken, and his body was badly crushed. 

August 31st, 1907. Rosie Demarie, 27 years of age, employed 
at White Rock Mill, White Rock. Cleaning machine while running. 
Lost thumb of right hand at first joint. 

September 16th, 1907. Manuel B. Silva, 32 years of age, em- 
ployed by American Screw Co., at Eddy street mill. Providence. 
Was operating single spindle shaver. Left hand was caught and 
middle and third fingers badly lacerated. 

September 27th, 1907. Willard S. Chaffee, 46 years of age, em- 
ployed at Brown & Sharpe Manufacturing Co., Providence. Injured 
by chain tongs, and two bones in right ankle fractured. 

October 11th, 1907. Henry Carlson 2d, 27 years of age, employed 
at Brown and Sharpe Manufacturing Co., Providence. Was operat- 
ing circular saw. Second, third, and Httle fingers of left hand practi- 
cally cut off and hand badly cut. 

November 15th, 1907. Fred Leyland, 21 years of age, employed 
at Sayles Bleachieries, Saylesville. Was operating calender. Third 
finger left hand cut off and fourth finger bruised. 

November 30th, 1907. Annie Zinnie, employed at Lorraine 
Mills, Pawtucket. Her left hand was caught between rollers of back 
washing machine, and the fingers were so badly crushed that they 
had to be amputated at the hospital. She did not operate the ma- 
chine at which she was injured. 

December 5th, 1907. John Callahan, employed at Lorraine 
Mills, Pawtucket. His clothing caught on shaft in cotton mill weave 
room cellar, where he oils the shafting. He was taken around the 
shaft several times. Two of his ribs were broken, and other minor 
bruises. 

December 17th, 1907. John Gibbons, 48 years of age, employed 
at Parker Mills, Warren. Was cleaning machine with short-handled

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broom while machine was rumiing. Broom was caught by belt and 
struck right eye, and the eye was ruptured. Discharged from hos- 
pital December 29th. 

December 23d, 1907. Darius Vary, 18 years of age, employed 
at New System Wet Wash Laundry, Central Falls. Was putting 
belt on overhead shaft. Clothing caught on shaft, and he was thrown 
to the floor. Leg broken.

Sec. 2. Every person, firm, or corporation doing business 
within this state emplojdng five or more persons or employing 
any child under sixteen years of age shall be subject to the 
provisions of this chapter, whatever shall be the business con- 
ducted by said person, firm, or corporation: Provided, however, 
that the provisions of this act shall not apply to children 
employed in household service or in agricultural pursuits;

Any vacancy which may occur in said offices when 
the senate is not in session shall be filled by the governor until 
the next session thereof, when he shall, with the advice and 
consent of the senate, appoint some person to fill such vacancy 
for the remainder of the term.

Pawed Sept. 20, AN ACT IN AMENDMENT OF AND IN ADDITION TO CHAP- 
' TER 68 OF THE GENERAL LAWS. 

It is enacted by the General Assembly as follows: 

Section 1. The factory inspectors created under section 
three of chapter 1215 of the Public Laws shall, in addi- 
tion to their duties therein provided, enforce the provisions 
of sectiqn twenty-two, chapter one hundred ninety-eight, 
of the General Laws, and of any acts in amendment 
thereof or in addition thereto, and may prosecute all viola- 
tions of the same before any court of competent jurisdiction 
in the state. 

Sec. 2. The said factory inspectors shall not be required 
to give surety nor personal recognizance for costs in making 
complaints in accordance with the provisions of section one 
of this act. 

Section 22, Chapter 198, of the General Laws, reads as follows: 

"Sec. 22. No minor under sixteen years of age, and no 
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woman, shall be employed in laboring in any manufacturing 
establishment more than ten hours in any day, except when 
it is necessary to make repairs to prevent the interruption 
of the ordinary running of the machinery, or when a different 
apportionment of the hours of labor is made for the sole pur- 
pose of making a shorter day's work for one day of the week; 
and in no case shall the hours of labor exceed fifty-eight in a 
week. Every employer shall post in a conspicuous place, in 
every room where such persons are employed, a printed notice 
stating the number of hours' work required of them on each 
day of the week; and the employment of any such person for a 
longer time in any day than so stated shall be deemed a viola- 
tion of this section, unless it appears that such employment 
is to make up for time lost on some previous day of the same 
week in consequence of the stopping of machinery upon which 
such person was employed or dependent for employment: 
Provided, that the provisions of this section shall not be con- 
strued to enlarge or impair any restriction placed upon the 
employment of any minor mentioned in chapter sixty-four." 



AN ACT IN AMENDMENT OF CHAPTER 108 OF THE GENERAL ^^^^^ ^p^jj g

It is enacted by the General Assembly as follows:

Section 1. Section 15 of Chapter 108 of the General Laws 
is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

"Sec. 15. Every elevator used for conveying persons or 
goods from one story to another of any building, the well of 
which elevator is not so protected as to be inaccessible from 
without while the elevator is moving, shall have attached to it 
some suitable appliance which shall give automatically, at 
all times, on every floor of said building which it approaches

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a distinct, audible, warning-signal that said elevator is in 
motion." 

Sec. 2. Section 16 of Chapter 108 of the General Laws, as 
amended by Chapter 921 of the Public Laws, passed Novem- 
ber 22, 1901, is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

"Sec. 16. All hoistway and elevator openings through 
floors where there is no shaft shall be protected by sufficient 
railings, gates, trap-doors, or other mechanical devices equiv- 
alent thereto, and the same shall be kept closed in the. night 
time or when not in use. Every passenger elevator, except 
plunger elevators, shall be provided with some safety arrange- 
ment to prevent falling, and every passenger elevator shall be 
fitted with some suitable device to prevent the elevator car 
from being started until the door or doors opening into the 
elevator shaft are closed; and no person under the age of eigh- 
teen years shall take charge of or operate any passenger 
elevator. 

"It shall be the duty of every inspector of buildings elected 
or empowered under the provisions of this chapter to inspect 
all elevators in every building within his jurisdiction, and it 
shall be the duty of the factory inspectors appointed or em- 
powered under the provisions of Chapter 68 of the General 
Laws to inspect all elevators in every building within their 
jurisdiction in any city or town where there is no inspector 
of buildings, and it shall be the duty of said inspectors of 
buildings and said factory inspectors to notify the lessee and 
owner or some one of the owners of every building in which 
an elevator shall be used or operated contrary to the provisions 
of this and the preceding section, of such violation and require 
the lessee and owner or some one of the owners of said build- 
ing, within thirty days after the receipt of such notice, to com- 
ply with the provisions of said sections, and it shall be the duty 
of said lessee and owner or owners to comply with such require- 
ment. 
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
